DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a multi-criteria fire detection system. Each independent claim identifies the 
uniquely distinct features " a plurality of data sets that are each based on a training set data and an 
optimized kernel width parameter, and wherein said plurality of data sets includes, a baseline, 
non-fire, first data set; a second, fire data set; and a third, nuisance data set " in combination with 
the manner claimed. The closest prior art, Okayama [US 5,168,262] and Roby et al. [US 
5,691,703] disclose multi-signature or phenomenon fire detection system, either singularly or in 
combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
